HEALTH STAFF SEMINAR 
OFFERED AT GW 

Health Staff Seminar, a new program at George Washington University, has 
been designed especially for professional federal staff members in the field 
of health. 

The program, which is being funded through a two-year grant of $235*000 
from the Carnegie Corporation of New York, provides opportunities to explore 
new concepts, to examine in detail health practices and problems, and to im¬ 
prove communication between federal staff members and practitioners in the 
field of health. 

Judith K. Miller has been appointed by GW President Lloyd H. Elliott to 
be Director of the Health Staff Seminar. Before Joining the University, Miss 
Miller was Special Assistant to the Deputy Assistant Secretary for Legislation 
(Education) at the Department of Health, Education and Welfare. 

A series of in-town dinner meetings, short-term training sessions and out- 
of-town site visits are being planned for the program. 

The Health Staff Seminar is part of GW's Institute for Educational Lead¬ 
ership, which was formed in 1970 to coordinate several leadership training 
activities. Dr. Norman Drachler, former Superintendent of Schools for Detroit, 
Mich., heads the Institute, which includes the Washington Internships in Educa¬ 
tion, the Educational Staff Seminar, the Health Staff Seminar, as well as 
several other fellowships and training programs aimed at improving the quality 
of policy makers and the decision-making process.

ENGINEERS AND SCIENTISTS TO HOLD ‘ 

NATIONAL- MEETING AT GW 

Subjects ranging from "Stress Analysis of the Hximan Aortic Valve" to "Instabil¬ 
ity Analysis of Skylab" and "Computerized Design of the Vforld's Tallest Building" 
will be covered in papers presented by eminent scientists and engineers at a nation¬ 
al conference at The George Washington University on March 27, 28, and 29. 

Titled "The National Symposium on Computerized Structural Analysis and Design" 
it is co-sponsored by GW’s School of Engineering and Applied Science and the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration's Langley Research Center. The 
sessions will be held in GW's Marvin Center, 80 O 21st Street, N.W. 

More than 90 technical papers will be presented. Pre-registration figures in¬ 
dicate that at least 300 scientists and engineers from the United States and abroad 
will attend the Symposium. Japan, Norway, Canada, England, Switzerland, and 
India are among the countries that will be represented.
